Would Curtail Production. 


Because of this surplus of pro- 
ductive machinery, he said, Amer- 
ican manufacturers are now dump- 
ing goods on the market below 
cost. He admitted that he and 


other leaders had “conferred” with | 


Department of Justice officials in 
an effort to discover some means 
whereby production could be sys- 
tematically curtailed without vio- 
lating the anti-trust laws. He 
thought that, with the kind co- 
operation of the department, such 
a way would be found. 

| With foreign goods virtually em- 
bargoed, Surplus machinery 
;scrapped and production systemat- 
ically curtailed, Cheney said he ex- 
pected the industry to return to 
“normal.” By “normal” he ap- 
parently meant that the industry 
would be in a position to charge 
pretty much what it pleased for 
silk commodities. He offered no 
statistics showing the condition of 
his own business, nor do financial 
manuals afford any information 
beyond the fact that “the stock is 
closely held.” and that its net 
working capital is in excess of $18,- 
000,000,

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A University President on Prohibition 


Head of Harvard University, while granting that prohibition has done good, believes 
that the failure to enforce it gives rise to far-reaching evils; he believes the sub- 
ject should be approached in a thoroughly statesmanlike way and that, if it 
cannot be enforced, it should be modified.

HAT the prohibitionists who urged the 

passage of the eighteenth amendment 

were actuated by the highest mora! pur- 
pose no one has a right to doubt; that 
there was a real evil to combat is not 
less certain. There its almost no desire to 
restore the open saloon; but the question 
is whether, in the enthusiasm for suppress- 
ing drunkenness, they went, like the ad- 
yocates of reconstruction, too far. and 
thereby imperiled the object in view. 

Public sentiment ts sometimes in fayor of 
a law, but against its.enforcement. That 
sounds like a paradox, and perhaps it is, 
because people are not always rational or 
consistent. Those who are enthusiastic 
about a@ measure strive earnestly to pro- 
cure fts enactment, and sometimes, when 
they have done so, rest satisfied with their 
victory, assume that the matter is settled, 
and suspend organized effort: while others 
who dislike the law are contented if it is 
not enforced. This has often been true of 
old laws that have become partly obsolete, 
like the Sunday laws, which many people 
do not want either repealed or strictly en- 
forced. But it is needless to go for ex- 
amples beyond our subject of liquor. Dur- 
ing the half-century that Maine was gov- 
erned by her own constitutional prohibition, 
it was commonly and notoriously violated. 
People who believed in prohibition had 
their law, others who wanted liquor had 
that; and, save for occasional outbursts of 
righteous indignation, there seemed to be 
genera! contentment with the situation.

The eighteenth amendment. no more ef- 
fectively enforced than it is today, and 
than it is likely to be in future. might 
prove be the path of least resistance 
and greatest general satisfaction, were it 
mot that it srave evils: for 
present condition very demoralizing. 
That it has produced corruption among 
Government agents, and in some states fn 
the police, is universally believed... Like 
the policy of reconstruction in the Seuth. 
it has turned many respectable people who 
ought to be patterns of law and order into 
lawbreakers. It is responsible for no sma!! 
amount of violence and crime Men who 
are in a@ position to know assert that the 
murders in Chicago are mainiy, if not 
wholly, due to quarrels among the boot- 
leggers, and between them and the hi- 
lackers. Such conditions are certain to last 
SO ions; as an tilegal and tucrative traffic 
ts conducted on a large scale. supported 
by sales to citizens tn good standing, while 
the public authorities endeavor to suppress 
it by force. The country is eat odds with 
itself. There ts a lack of harmony tn prin- 
ciples that causes friction. maladjustment. 
and confusion. It is not a heaithy condi- 
tion, or one that ought to continue. 

It may be assumed that the majority of 
the American people are in favor of the 
present law; but that does not settle the 
matter. Perhaps the majority were tn fa- 
vor of the rigorous measures of reconstruc. 
ion, even at the time when President Hares 
withdrew the Federal troopa However 
that may have been. the withdrawal was 
not due to a change In the opinion of the 
majority, but to the harm done by striving 
to enforce the policy upon a disaffected 
minority. It was rapidly causing a disre- 
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spect for law, and, bad as the result has 
been, it would have been worse had the 
policy not been abandoned. Statesmanship 
is not a theory. but an art, and the true 
aim of that art is the creation of a har- 
monious community life on as high a plane 
as possible, by the acceptance, as nearly 
universal as may be, of common standards 
of public and private conduct. Too great 
uniformity makes for stagnation, and the 
happy nation is one that enjoys agreement 
in fundamental principles with toleration 
and mutual respect in nonessentiais. An 
attempt to produce uniformity by coercion 
causes a revulsion that lessens the sense of 
solidarity, of mutual dependence and the 
support of a common interest. 
- — a 

Prohibition has no doubt done good. It 
has abolished the saloon; it has diminished 
the absence from the factory of workmen 
through drink, the waste of their wages 
on liquor, and the consequent suffering of 
their families. But it has done this at the 
cost of lowering the standards of many citi- 
zens and officials. In short. it seems to 
have been an economic benefit not unmixed 
with a distinct moral detriment. The ob- 
ject should be to retain the first of these 
and eliminate the second. Of course, if the 
enforcement could be made thoroughly ef- 
fective and maintained for a considerable 
time, the moral evils of the present con- 
dition might be removed. and habits estab- 
lished that would prevent their recurrence. 
Whether this is possible or not should be 
considered, not from a dogmatic or senti- 
mental standpoint, but from that of a true 
statesman with an open mind. free from 
prejudice, by a careful examination of fac® 
and conditions and in the light of experi- 
ence. If. after such a study. enforcement 
appears to feasible and desirable. bs 
methods which can practicably be applied. 
it should be so administered as to be really 
effective; instead of being. as now. vexa- 
tious, demoralizing, and tnefficient.

If, on the contrary. it should appear that 
the law as it now stands cannot be fully 
enforced, it should be so modified as to 
preserve those features which are most 
important, such as the abolition of the open 
saloon, and it should permit comnrunities 
which desire and can carry out absolute 
exciusion of liquor to enjoy that privilege: 
while at the same time discarding thines 
which are not essential for this purpose and 
are found to impede enforcement. The 
question seems to be one of major inrper- 
tance, and the quality needed to find the 
answer is not rhetoric but statesmanship. 
not enthusiaam but calm and mature re- 
flection. The future will depend upon the 
moderation of peopje with conflicting opin- 
fiona, and especially upon that of the pro- 
hibitionists. If the men who itke cocktails 
and carry hip flasks demand that there 
shall be no restraints whatever on their

BEKLIN, Feb. 12.—The local ‘ 
Carl Schurz Society has published 
a book on Schurz as a German and 
as an American with forewords 
written by Gustav Stresemann, Ger- 
man Foreign Minister; James J. 
Davis, United States Secretary of 
Labor, and Ambassador von fritt- 
witz, The book also contains con- 
tributions from Prof. John William 
Burgess of Columbia University; 
Oswald Garrison Villard and oth- 
ers. 

The work is replete with fac-| 
simile letters, and official docu- 
ments and pictures dealing with 
Schurz’s career in Germany before 
and during the revolution of 1849. 
His American experiences, includ- 
ing the Civil War reminiscences, 
his meeting with Lincoln and other 
incidents also are in the book, 

Dr. Stresemann’s foreword said: 
“Schurz merged his love for Ger- 
many and his loyalty to his Amer- 
ican fatherland into a wonderful 
entity of a great personality be- 
cause his endeavors were directed 
toward an ethical goal which is not 
the prerogative of a single nation, 
/ but the common treasure of all 
humanity. May he become herein 
a symbol for the two peoples to 
whom he belonged—may the Ger- 
man and the American people, de- 
spite their nationai contrasts, find 
the way to each other in noble co- 
operation for the highest objects of 
humanity.”

OF SPANISH PEASANTS 


Symphony~ Conductor Arbos 
Tells of Shift in Taste in 
Own Country. 


The Spanish peasant-who had 
never heard of Debussy, Ravel, 


Strauss or even Waguer no longer 
than 20 years azo now plays the 
works of these composers in his 
village bands. Not only that but 
when the Royal Madr:d orchestra 
makes its annual tour through the 
provinces the gallery gods reserve 
their greatest enthusiasm not for 
the perfervid lamentations ~ of 
Tschaikowsky but for Bach. 

Such statements as these dec- 
orated the closing part of an ad- 
dress on Spanish music which E. 
Fernandez Arbos, guest conductor 
of the St. Louis symphony Orches- 
tr. made yesterday afternoon be. 
fore the women’s committee of the 
Symphony Society at the Forest 
Park Hotel. 

Arbos traced the dev elopment of 
Spanish music and music in Spain 
from its earliest recorded begin- 
nings, but his most interesting 
commentaries were reserved for 
that part of Spanish musical] his- 
tory in which he himself partici- 
pated. Twenty-five years ago 
when Arbosl eft the Boston Sym- 
phony Orchestra to take charge of 
the Royal Orchestra tn. Madrid 
any canductor who undertook to 
Play Debussy or Ravel in Spain 
would have done so at considerable 
risk to his dignity if not his per- 
son. The Spanish are not back- 
ward about expressing their dis- 
likes. 

The present status of music in 
Spain may be indicated by two in- 
cidents. In the town of Saragossa, 
Arbos and his orchestra was to 
present an oratorio version of Par- 
sifal in the bull ring, on the same 
day that the mob had demonstrat- 
ed its aversion to one of the mata- 
dors by burning down part of the 
grandstand. The same mob was 
to make up the audience for the 
Symphony concert and the musi- 
clans had a few justifiable qualms 
inasmuch es this was the first 
Parsifal had ever been at- 


silence and when it was over gave 
the most terrific evidence of their 
enthusiasm. The next day a peas- 
ant driving an ox-cart stopped 
long enough to shake Arbos by 


‘the hand and assure him that if 


he needed help to send to Sara- 
gossa and ha could have the blood 
of its inhabitants. 

On another occasion Mr. and 
Mrs. Arbos were taking a train at 
Barcelona. Their grips were taken 
in. hand by the usual porter but 
when the conductor offered the 
former a tip he shook his head. 

“No, no maestro,” he declared. 
“T could not. T had such a won- 
derful experience at your concert 
last night.”

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Day by Day in Paris

VERSAILLES, Feb. 12. 

HH drive over the roadway, 

sompletely arched by the 

spreading rows of trees, to 
Versailles offers a tinge of melan- 
¢choty. Sunless, it has the clammy 
chill of a tomb and thoughts turn 
dourly to Paris mobs with royal 
captives, the guillotine, the extrav- 
agant Louis, to Pompadour and 
Du Barry. 

Versailles forms the network of 
France’s early history—its palace 
is an epitome of royal] rise and 
fall. On that drizzling and mem- 
orable morning when the Parisian 
rabble gathered in front of the 
Hotei de Ville bemoaning there 
was no-oread, a screaming wom- 
an shouted: “SIo Versailles!” And 
the Revolution was on. 

Over the same roadway along 
which we spun in a modern motor, 
fled royalty and great nobles in 
clumsy two-wheeled carts more 
than 140 years ago. It is notice- 
able visitcers turning into the ma- 
jestic ar proach to the castle come 
to a full stop and hush—awed by 
the decaying splendor of forgotten 
kings. 

There is no laughter, and talk 
is in whispers, for somehow star- 
vation and a reign of terror seem 
still murmuring in the back- 
ground. Ghosts stalk everywhere. 
There is the melancholy room 124 
where the royal voluptuary Louis 
XIV breathed his tast in the agony 
of a horrible gangrene. It still 
smells of death. 


Then there are the Trianons, 
where the monarchs sought escape 
from the tyranny they created. 
Unromantic guides rush tourists 
through them with their sing song 
patter of clocks, tables, carpets 
and candelabra. Yet it was here 
kings and their mistresses changed 
the history of the world. High 
living at its highest. 

In the Musee des Voitures are 
the magnificent gilded state car- 
riages, now worm eaten and scrofu- 
lous. One understands why Broad 
way refers to its classy clientele 
as “the carriage trade.” And of 
course the famous gardens. Here 
one may wander the same paths 
where tiny princes and princesses 
played. 


T is only alternate Sundays one 
may see the fountains spray their 
colorful geometrics against the 
plush of night. No one should miss 


the Galleries des Glaces—Hall of 
Mirrors—with its incomparable 
view. ‘Here the German Empire 
was proclaimed in 13871 and “the 
Treaty of Versailles signed in 1919. 


NE leaves Versailles and its 
trappings with a historica) jag 
—lisping in numbers, as it were. 
But the outstanding impression is 
ot waste and tyranny. You feel 


like sneaking up on the republican 
form of government and giving it 
a great big bear hug or something. 
Yoo, hoo, Miss Liberty! 


€ pre of the persistent guides who 
dogs your footsteps spoke such 
unaccented English. I inquired if he 
happened to be a Versailles boy 


He shook his head. “Born and 
brought up in Newark, N. J.,” he 
said. tle married a toca] girl after 
the war and settled here. In Ver- 
saillies you are either a cafe keep- 
er or a guide, and with a typicai 
Broadway wink he tapped his 
badge license and confided. “It’s 
a good racket.” Any accomplished

frequently contributed to the col- 
umns of the Sangamon Journal, 
edited by Lincoln's friend, Simeon 
Francis. In fact, Lincoln wrote 
editorials for this journal when- 
ever occasion prompted. 


It was a controversy begun 
Francis’ paper that led to the re- 
yniting of Abraham and Mary, 
and, incidentally, aiso led to Lin- 
coln’s being challenged to a duel 
by Gen. James Shiclds, at the time 
State Auditor of Illinois and a 
leading Democrat. Shields was 
Irish, fiery, stout-hearted and not 
to be trifled with. He had a good 
| record as an officer in the Mexican 
|War and in Illinois politics as a 
|man to be reckoned with. 

State scrip currency was much 
depreciated. Gen. Shields and 
other State officials brought about 
the issuance of an order making 
the State currency nonlegal tender 
for the payment of taxes. 
Shields was in the position of re- 
fusing to accept in payment of his 
own salary the depreciated scrip 
he was issuing. ‘Lincoln wrote a 
letter purporting to be from “Aunt 
Rebecca” of the “Lost Townships,” 


| ridiculing Gen. Shields. The article 


excited much mirth. Doubtiess 
Shield’s wrath would have cooled 
but for the appearance in the same 
paper of a second letter, written by 
Miss Jayne and Miss Todd, and 
like the first letter written by Lin- 
coln, the second was signed “Aunt 
Rebecca.” The satire was carried 
to the extreme, “Aunt Rebecca” 
offering to accept Gen. Shield’s 
hand in marriage if that would as- 
suage his injured feelings.

Could Not Have Home of Their 
Own. 


Informal as the wedding was, 
' Mary had as her bridesmaids Julia 
' Jayne, afterward the wife of Lyman 
Trumbull, United States Senator. 
and Annie Rodney, sister-in-law of 
William L. Day. Lincoln had as 
his attendants James H. Matheney 
and Beverley Powell. About 40 
people were present at the wed- 
ding. Springfield people were 
happy over it, although

| The newlyweds were in no posi- 
_tion to have a home of their own 
at once. They went to live at the 
Globe Tavern, where they had to 
pay $2 a week each for room and 
board, Here they lived until after 
the birth of their first child, Rob- 
ert, Aug. 1, 1843. _So far as known 
Lincoln's only written allusion to 
his wedding was in a note to Sam 
Marshall, one week after the wed- 
ding: 

“Nothing new here except my 
marriage, which to me is a matter 
of profound wonder.”

His Wife Had a Quick Temper. 


Mary Todd Lincoln had a quick 
temper, and more than once, to the 
embarrassment of her husband, she 
made “scenes,” which no doubt she 
regretted. But she was a good 
housekeeper, economical, loving to 
her children, and gradually, but 
not very tactfully, “spruced up” 
her husband. 

On Feb. 1, 1850, the Lincolns lost 
their little son, Edward, 4 years 
old. The Episcopal rector being 
out of town, they called fh the Rev 
James Smith of the Presbyterian 
Church, and thereafter Mrs. Lin- 
coln attended his church, Their 
third child, William Wallace, was 
born on Dec. 21, 1850. Robert was 
now a lad of 7. attending schoo! 
in Springfield, and she had to care 
for him as well as the new baby 

As wife of President Lincoln. 
Mrs. Lincoln rhad her hands and 
heart full while at the White 
House, especially after the death 
of Willie, a crushing blow to both 
father and mother. Mrs. Lincoln 
seemed driven almost to insanity 
over the loss. Three of her broth 
ers were in the Confederate Army.

HIS system its a variation of 

the man to man defense. 
Hiowever, the players are not 
assigned a man before the game, 
but instead each players assigns 
himself at the beginning of every 
attack. Some coaches use this 
defense with success. 

In this style the players form 
in a five-man defense. 

As the opponents penetrate 
into your defense they are picked 
off by the defense as follows: 
The first man through is taken 
by the guard on that side of the 
floor. The second man through 
is taken by the other guard. The 
third may be taken by the for- 
ward or center. The fourth 
man is taken by either the for- 
ward or center. The fifth man 
is taken by the man who is free 
in the front line of defense. 
After the players have their men 
the syster functions the same as 

man-tOeman defense. This 
eans that the individual] defen- 
sive fundamentals then function. 

The advantages of this defense 
are: First—It conserves the en- 
ergy of the players. Second— 
The players are alert to make 
shifts. and third, the front line 
of defense is alert to intercept 
passes. 

The disadvantages are: First, 
it is not definite; second, it is 
difficult to learn, and third, the 
responsibility of the defense is 
not placed on each man. 

The system requires that the 
men talk constantly on defense.

IN STRAIGHT SETS

Brimmer has become such a de- 
pendable aid to Coaches Lee R.

In 1925, Howard matriculated at 
Cleveland, from where he was 
changed to Roosevelt when that 
school opened in 1926.
